Coleman Grands 
Take Two Straight 
From Fernie Rangers 

The Coleman Grands defeated 
the Fernie Rangers in two straight 
games in their best-of-three Al¬ 
berta, B.C. Intermediate League 
semi-finals. 

On Saturday, February 19, the 
Grands squeezed out the Rangers 
7-5 in on over-time, hard-fought 
game. It was a toss-up all the 
way, with both clubs struggling 
to get the lead. At the end of the 
first period the score stood at 2-2, 
4-4, at the end of the second and 
a deadlocked 5-5 at the end of 
regulation time. 

At the 40 second mark of the 
overtime session, Tymchyna took 
a pass from Cerney from behind 
the Ranger goal to put Coleman 
ahead. Five minutes later, Mc¬ 
Donald took a pass from Kryczka 
at centre ice and skated in on 
the Fernie goal to add the insur¬ 
ance worker. 

In the game played in Fernie 
Saturday, February 26, Belter- 
opened the scoring for Coleman 
in only 20 seconds of the first 
period on a pass from Kryczka. 
The Ranger’s Marasco tied the 
score at the 19.03 mark on a pass 
from J. Bossio. Belter put the 
Coleman squad ahead again at the 
10:04 mark of the second period 
only to have Olesko tie it up 
again a minute later at 11.08. At 
the 17.15 mark Biegan scored from 
Kryczka but this two was matched 
by Ashmore of Fernie from Cava- 
retta at 19.57. 

The deadlock continued 
throughout the third period and 
with only 18 seconds to go Krycz¬ 
ka completed the series, ending 
the game 4-3.

Suggests Plan To 
Ease Plight 
Of Pass Miners

EDMONTON — A national en¬ 
ergy control board and a provinc¬ 
ial reforestation program, as 
methods of alleviating the plight 
of coal miners in the Crow’s Nest 
Pass area, were suggested in the 
Alberta Legislature Wednesday by 
William Kovach (SC, Pincher 
Creek-Crows Nest)’ 

During the debate on the speech 
from the throne, Mr. Kovach said 
an energy control board should be 
set up to help all producers of 
energy materials to receive then- 
share of the money spent for heat 
and energy. 

Despite pressure on the federal 
government there still are millions 
of tons of coal imported from the 
United States, he said. 

“If it’s cheaper to use diesel fuel 
to freight goods, why doesn’t the 
coal industry feel the benefits by 
receiving lower freight rates on 
its shipments to the east?” he 
asked. 

COAL FOR CANADIANS 

Mr. Kovach said he believes the 
coal industry would be healthier 
today if Canadian coal w@,s used 
to serve Canadian consumers first. 

There was a definite need for 
re-forestation work in his con¬ 
stituency, and this would give em¬ 
ployment to jobless miners. 

He said there is plenty of tim¬ 
ber for lumbering but applications 
‘‘for unknown reasons" vere re¬ 
jected. 

There were many partly-abon- 
doned logging roads which should 
be repaired for fire protection and 
to give more employment. 

The provincial coal miners’ re¬ 
habilitation program helped many 
unemployed miners last year, but 
he said his district still is not 
satisfied. 

Young miners were leaving the 
industry for other jobs. He fore¬ 
cast difficulties finding experienc¬ 
ed miners if a national emergency 
should ever require large quan¬ 
tities of coal.

CIVIC AFFAIRS ' 
Elections 

Who majy be nominated? How 
many electors must sign a nom¬ 
ination form? Who is an elector? 
Who may vote for the various 
elections? These, and many more 
questions are asked each year 
when it is time for elections. In 
order to bring to our residents a 
fuller understanding of our 
Municipal Government, I shall 
explain some of the things that 
make up this form of government, 
and how the residents themselves, 
through their appointed repre¬ 
sentatives, are this government. 
As it would take some time to 
cover the various topics, I plan 
to do it in a series. 

The Provincial Government, 
which is responsible for the con¬ 
trol or guidance of Municipalities, 
grants a charter for incorporation 
and sets out the powers of the 
Municipality in the Town and 
Village Act. As an election is the 
first act on the formation of a 
municipality, I shall deal with this 
now. 

Returning Officer — A return¬ 
ing officer is appointed to con¬ 
duct the election in accordance 
with the provisions of the Town 
and Village Act. He receives nom¬ 
inations, attends at the polling 
booths during the election, and 
counts the ballots. 

Nomination — For municipal 
office, any person who is twenty- 
one, a resident of the town, a Brit¬ 
ish subject, can read and write in 
the English language, and is as¬ 
sessed on the assessment roll for 
property over $100, may be nomr, . 
inated by two or more electors. 
For School Trustees, any person 
who is resident of the school dis¬ 
trict and an elector of that dis¬ 
trict, may be nominated by two 
or more electors. 

Electors (Voters) — In a mu¬ 
nicipal election, any owner or 
purchaser (not both) of land, 
owner of a business. Also any per¬ 
son who is twenty one, a British 
subject, and has lived continuous¬ 
ly in the Town for the period com¬ 
mencing six months previous to 
September 30th last. In an elec¬ 
tion for school trustees, the qual¬ 
ifications are the same as above 
except that it includes residents 
outside the Town and in the school 
district. 

How to vote — When voting, 
an X must be put at the far right 
side of the ballot paper opposite 
the name of the person voted for. 
If there are three candidates and 
two are to be elected, an X may 
be put after one or two names, 
but not the three. If there are 
five candidates, an X may be put 
after names of one, two or three 
of them if three are to be elected. 

You will note that you may have 
a vote even though you do not 
own property. If you are in doubt, 
enquire at the Town Office. Since 
the right to vote is something prec¬ 
ious to us, it is important that we 
use this right in order that we 
retain it. It is not sufficient to 
leave the voting to someone else 
or decide that we are satisfied with 
the candidates and do not care 
which one is elected. We must 
vote on our own choice. 

The elections are conducted on 
the first Monday in March of each 
year. This year the elections for 
Town Council and the School 
Board will be held on Monday, 
March 7th in the Council Cham-

Society 

Executive members of the 
Crows’ Nest Pass Branch of the 
Canadian Cancer Society met in 
the Turtle Mountain Playgrounds 
for a banquet before the annual 
general meeting of the branch. 

R. Dempster of Medicine Hat, 
provincial president of the Cana¬ 
dian Cancer Society, with Mrs. 
Dempster, R. J. Talbut, executive 
director of the society from Cal¬ 
gary, Miss J. Rankin from the 
Cancer Clinic, Calgary, Mrs. B. 
Maries, superintendent of the so¬ 
cial and welfare clinic in Calgary, 
and Mrs. G. (Drope, secretary of the 
Southern Alberta Division of the 
society, were special guests. 

Those from the local executive 
who attended the banquet were 
T. J. Williams, president of Blair- 
more, C. Gilmar, welfare chair¬ 
man, Blalrmore, and Mrs. Gilmar; 
Mr. and Mrs. F. Guerard and Mr. 
and Mrs. R. Crippen of Coleman, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. Brown of Hill- 
crest, Mrs. F. Utley and Mrs. K. 
Lament of Bellevue, Mr. and Mrs. 
P. Wajtula of Hillcrest and Mr. 
and Mrs. J. Kerr of Frank. 

Following grace, said by Rev. 
R. Chubb of Blairmore, a delic¬ 
ious banquet was served the as¬ 
sembly. An informal discussion on 
Cancer Society activities took 
place. Mr. Talbot answered several 
questions asked by the executive 
members as to the social and wel¬ 
fare work of the society. He stated 
financial assistance would be giv¬ 
en by the society to anyone need¬ 
ing it. He said that $96,000 in 
welfare had been paid out by the 
society during the last year. He 
also said that 3,000 cases of can¬ 
cer would be diagnosed in Alberta 
this year, with some 1,000 persons 
dying of the disease. 

Following this discussion period 
the annual meeting got underway 
with several people attending. The 
organizational meeting was ap¬ 
proved by the assembly. Follow¬ 
ing this Mr. Williams introduced 
the provincial president Mr. Demp¬ 
ster, who brought the greetings of 
the provincial officers to the meet¬ 
ing. He stated this branch was one 
of nine branches and some 400 
committees made up the Alberta 
Division of the Cancer Society. He 
congratulated the Crows’ Nest 
Branch on the work done since 
their organization last September. 
He said that $236,000 had been 
collected in Alberta of which most 
had been used for research. 

A panel discussion under the 
direct on of Mr. Talbot then took 
place. Mrs. Drope and Mrs. Maries 
also answered questions asked by 
the audience. Mr. Talbot informed 
those present that the provincial 
government paid for the diagnosis, 
biopsies, surgery, X-rays, operat¬ 
ing room, anaethesists, $5.00 for 
laboratory fees and any explorat¬ 
ory operation required by a cancer 
patient. The Cancer Society then 
paid for dressings, board and lodg¬ 
ing transportation, housekeeping 
services and special diets and 
medications required by the pa¬ 
tients. Hospital beds, over bed 
tables, wheel chairs and other sick 
room requirements could be loaned 
to a cancer patient being treated 
at home.

Blairmore Credit' 

Union Holds 11th 
Annual Meeting 

An unusually large and interest¬ 
ed group of members and friends 
attended the eleventh annual 
meeting held by the Blairmore 
Savings and Credit Union No. 149 
which was held in the Elk’s Hall 
in Blairmore on Friday, February 
18th. 

Commencing at 7.30 pm. the 
meeting was presided over by Mr. 
Archie Hobson, President of the 
Credit Union with Mr. N. F. Wm. 
Picard acting as Secretary. 

The meeting opened with the 
showing of two most interesting 
films on wild life and hunting in 
eastern Canada. The films were 
kindly provided by the National 
Film Council and shown by Mr. 
E. Goulding. 

In delivering the report on be¬ 
half of the President and Direc¬ 
tors, Mr. Hobson paid tribute to 
the enthusiasm displayed by all 
members in once again recording 
a year of definite progress for the 
local organization. He made ref¬ 
erence to the vital function being 
performed by the Credit Union in 
Blairmore by means of which the 
combined assets of the total mem¬ 
bership serve the vital needs of the 
Individual at low rates of interest. 
Mr. Hobson disclosed with pride 
the fact that Mr. Dilley, Govern¬ 
ment Auditor for Credit Unions, 
had expressed great satisfaction 
at the manner in which the busi¬ 
ness of the Blairmore Credit Union 
had been conducted during 1954 
and the manner in which all rec¬ 
ords had been kept. The auditor 
had awarded an average of 95% 
on the basis of his findings and 
highly commended the Credit 
Union Treasurer and Business 
Manager Mr John Yanota, Jr. 
whose work was of such an exem¬ 
plary character. 

Mr. Yanota read the Treasurer's 
report which revealed that, in 
1954 $37,886.00 was received in 
shares, $301.00 in deposits and 
$93,738.00 was repaid on loans. 
A total of $5,907.00 was received 
in interest and income from in¬ 
vestments amounted to $1,584.00. 
Total assets of the Blairmore 
Credit Union at the end of 1954 
stood at $146,485.2 as compared 
with $124,570.72 at the close of 
1953. 

In delivering the report of the 
Supervisory Committee, Mr. John 
Lloyd stated that the Supervisory 
Committee classes 1954 as one of 
the most successful years in the 
history of this Blairmore Credit 
Union. 

In his report from the Credit 
Committee, Mr. Alrik Tiberg stated 
that, since the inception of the 
Blairmore Credit Union, it has 
loaned out a grand total of $527, 
000.00 in 1052 loans. The amount 
loaned out in 1954 was $82,175.00. 
Mr. Tiberg referred to the fact 
that the Blairmore Credit Union is 
one of the largest in the Province 
and according to the Government 
Auditors, one of the most ef¬ 
ficiently operated. 

A review of the favourable In¬ 
vestment position of the Credit 
Union was presented by Mr. How¬ 
ard Dancey. 

Dividend payable on the 1954 
business year were set at 2% on 
deposits, 2*4% on shares, 7% on 
interest paid on loans over $500 
and 14% on interest paid on loans 
under $500. The meeting suggested 


and received approval of payment 
of a well deserved honorarium to 
the Treasurer, Mr. Yanota. 

The regular election of officers 
for the year 1955 resulted in the 
following being returned to of- 
five:
